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Landfill Rules Could Require More Protection

Northern Michigan counties at odds for 
years with the Department of Natural Re- 
sources over landfill regulations received 
additional bad news recently when they 
were told that more rules changes would 
cost taxpayers even more money in site 
preparation. 


Michigan Northern Counties Association 
members were given the bad news last week 
by Larry Thornton of the DNR Solid Waste 
Management Division. He told the com- 
missioners that new rules being promoted 
call for a three foot clay lining instead of two 
foot at the bottom of all landfills. Plastic 
liners which now must be 20 to 30 mils thick 


- will be 50 mils if the changes are approved.

Thornton said that the rules changes 
would go through a process of public 
hearings and then go through the legislative 
procedure before they become fact. He told 
the group that there is not a good “track 
record” in the determination of the pro- 
tection to ground and surface water with the 
present caps that are required on landfills. 
The reason, he commented, is that no coun- 
ties in the north country have really com- 
plied with the rulings to determine if the 
caps work or not. 


The Joint Crawford-Otsego County Land- 
fill located in Maple Forest Township on 
Sherman Road is presently attempting to 
comply with the DNR rules. The cost to cap 
the portion of landfill now abandoned has

Two Companies Consider 
Power Plants Here 


Co-generation plans would appear to be 
all the rage this month as two plants are 
vying to become producers of electricity 
and steam in Crawford County. 

As reported earlier in the Avalanche, 
Ultrasystems, a company with home offices 
in Irvine, California is planning on building 
a plant along Four Mile Road, south of 
Grayling and at the same time, Decker 
Energy International has reportedly pur- 
chased 40 acres in the same vicinity. 

The difference between the two com- 
panies is that Ultrasystems plans on using 


waste wood while Decker is contemplating 
using gas. The opinion of some local govern- 
mental officials is that the wood co-genera- 
tion plant would be the most helpful in this 
area. AJD Forest Products officials from 
whom Ultrasystems has obtained property, 
has indicated to the county commissioners 
that it prefers the wood system because all 
of the waste products of their company can 
be used. Using the waste from other nearby 
companies has been a goal of other potential 
co-generation companies in this area for

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been estimated at $280,000. It has been cited 
for leaching of contaminants into the 
groundwater and for many years monitor- 
ing wells around the landfill have been 
checked to detect such leakage. 


According to Larry Mattis, Crawford 
County commissioner, the proposed new 
rules would add a ‘“‘monstrous cost to the 
two counties.” He said, ‘‘I understand why it 
is necessary to protect our water supply but 
it is all too easy for the DNR to change the 
rules when they do not have to worry about 
the cost to taxpayers.” 

Mattis said that apparently the state will 
attempt to get around the Headlee Amend- 
ment so that counties will pay the bill. The 
Headlee Amendment stipulates that when

the state mandates a program that costs 
money after the amendment passed, the 
state must pay for the program. They will 
get around the amendment by showing that 
the law governing landfills was passed be- 
fore Headlee. Counties contend that while 
the law was passed before Headlee the rules 
were approved after and thus the state 
should shoulder the burden of capping the 
landfills. 

Mattis noted that a change such as the in- 
creased thickness of the plastic will in- 
crease costs substantially. He said that if it 
is necessary for the local joint landfill to 
pump out all of the contaminants as they 
travel underground, it will also add a tre- 
mendous cost. He asked the question, ‘““Even 
if we pump it, where will we put it?” 


Petunia Project 
May Wilt Here 
Without Help 


Unless some volunteers step forward and 
agree to plant and maintain petunias along 
the curbs in Grayling this summer, the 
project will be abandoned. 

According to Grayling Self Improvement 


- Project (CSIP) President Judy Weaver, it 


has consistently been a struggle to get help 
for the program and this year very little in- 
terest has been shown. She said that the or- 
der has been placed for the flowers and can 
Still be honored if volunteers speak up. If in- 
terest is not shown soon the order will be 
canceled. 

Weaver also pointed out that the CSIP is 
attempting to enlist some merchants in 
more permanent landscape jobs. Letters 
are being sent to selected persons whose 
place of business will lend itself to the more 
permanent work, The letter details some of 
the persons. who can assist with landscape 
plans. 

A&W Root Beer Drive-in is an establish- 
ment that has already landscaped a year- 
round design, Weaver noted. She observed 
that it is an excellent example of the type of 
work the committee is trying to encourage. 


Miobilization Important To 
Nation’s Overseas Defense

A freightening picture was painted last 
week by Lt. Col. Charlie Little of the 
National Guard Bureau in Washington D.C. 
when he developed a scenario of a possible 
war as an example to some Crawford Coun- 
ty community leaders. 

After a dinner hosted by the Camp Gray- 
ling officers, Little painted the picture to 
illustrate how rapidly the guard must be 
called upon to be war ready if a conflict 
should start. He explained that he has been 
given orders by the Army to develop a plan 
which would get divisions to the battle in 40 
days. 

Little compared that timeline with the 
many months it took to get men overseas in 
both world wars. He noted that the tech- 
nological changes in weaponry caused long 
delays in transporting and training. In the 
Spanish-American War, he observed, it took 
only a few days to get the soldiers ready be- 
cause all they had to do was to pick up their 
gun and sabres. 


In developing the scenario, Little pointed 
out that in a war with Russia it is expected 
that from the time shooting starts until the 
time fresh troops can be sent overseas there 
will be a large toll of soldiers. He noted that 
the longer it takes to get personnel over 
there, the heavier the death rolls. 

Little also commented that the sooner the 
soldiers can be on the scene, the lower the 
chances will be to have a nuclear war. He 
used the term lowering the nuclear thresh- 


old when referring to the fact that if our 
troops have their backs to the sea, they 
might well get the orders to use nuclear 
weapons. He asked the question, “If you 
were losing that badly wouldn’t you want to 
use a “‘sucker punch?” 

When asked later what would happen to 
the Russians as far as the use of nuclear 
weapons if the war were going badly for 
them? Little answered that they would be 
more reluctant to use the weapons because 
once they were used their own land would be 
unfit to occupy and they would be unable to 
advance through it. 

In his discussion, Little pointed out that 
the president can call up 200,000 men for 90 
days without consulting congress and can 
keep them for an additional 90 days if he can 
justify it. At any time then, he noted, Camp 
Grayling could be activated without full 
mobilization. 

He said that the Russians outnumber us in 
tanks 2.2 to 1 and 120 divisions to 30. He 
commented that Russia can force its way 
through Afghanistan and a pass in Pakistan 
to be at a warm water port in 24 hours. It 
would cut off the world’s oil supply, he said. 

To accomplish the plan to have National 
Guard at the battlefront in 40 days he has 
had to shorten the training period once they 
are mobilized from 14 days to seven days. In 
order to do that, Little noted the guard must 
be better trained before a callup. ‘I see in- 
telligence reports every day,” Little said, 
‘and believe me it’s not a nice world out 
there.”’

‘‘AMERICAN’S WAR veterars come in a 
wide variety of sizes, shapes and ages. 

“Their collective experience spans two 
world wars and several foreign conflicts. 
They have followed war mules through 
Flanders Field, dropped from landing 
barges onto the beaches of Normandy, faced 
the icy cold of Porkchop Hill and trudged the 
rice paddies of the Mekong Delta. 

“But regardless of differences in makeup 
and experience, all veterans share a com- 
mon bond — a brotherhood of memory and 
hard-won wisdom that heips define their 
character. 

‘4 veteran is the first man up as the flag 
passes by on the 4th of July, and the last one 
down, for he has been a witness to the blood 
and tears that make this and ali other 
parades possible. 

‘‘A VETERAN IS a man of peace, soft 
spoken, slow to anger, quick to realize that 
those who talk most about the glory of war 
are those who know least about its horror. 
He never jokes about war; he’s been there, 
and still sees on memory’s vivid screen the 
wounded and the dying, the widows and or- 
phans; he knows first-hand that no war is 
good and that the only thing worse than war 
is slavery. 

“He is friend to all races of man, be- 
grudging none; he carries with him the 
knowledge that it is not the man who is the 
enemy but enslavement and false ideolo- 
gies.

A five-year plan to drop Michigan out of 
the ranks of state’s with excessively high in- 
fant mortality rates was outlined recently 
by a Department of Public Health task 
force. 

The final report of the Infant Mortality 
Task Force said efforts should be concen- 
trated in the 13 counties where a majority of 
the white infant deaths and nearly all the 
black infant deaths occur. 

Governor James Blanchard’s 1987-88 bud- 
get recommendations included $11.6 million 
to implement the recommendations of the 
task force for such things as earlier prenatal 
care, expanded programs for medically in- 
digent women and those in Medicaid pro- 
gram and an advertising campaign to pro- 
mote awareness of prenatal care. 


The House has approved the $5 million for 
the Department of Public Health, while the 
Senate cut the recommended $6.6 million for 
programs in the Department of Social Ser- 
vices. 

The cost to fully implement the plan would 
be $80 million in the first year, the report 
estimated, with the bulk of that reflected in 
$28.2 million to expand the women, infant 
and children program, and $28.9 million for 
expanded prenatal care and labor and 
delivery services for low-income women. 

The task force said poverty is a leading 
cause of high mortality rates, and said 
adequate prenatal medical care and nutri- 
tion, and family planning services will re- 
duce the number of babies with low birth- 
weights. 

None of the recommendations require 
legislation, .-and Public Health Director 
Gloria Smith has begun to move on some

Bureau of Community Services, said.

Boost in Prenatal Care

or at least reduce rates to a level below the 
national average. 

The Michigan rate in 1985 was 11.4 infant 
deaths within a year of birth per 1,000 births 
(10th highest in the country), with the rate 
for blacks over twice that for whites: 22.5 
per 1,000 compared to 9.3. The surgeon 
general’s goal is for a rate of 9 per 1,000 by 
1990, with no subgroup having a higher rate 
than 12. 

Its specific recommendations include: 

--improving prenatal care by increasing 
the number of paraprofessionals who seek 
women in need of care, providing compre- 
hensive care to women at high risk of bear- 
ing unhealthy babies, a statewide ad cam- 
paign scheduled to begin next year to in- 
crease awareness of the need of prenatal 
care, providing more support services so 
low-income wofnen are better able to obtain 
care, subsidies to health care providers 
Serving low income families, and state 
money (the governor recommended $400,000 
in 1987-88) for the women, infants and child- 
ren program. 

—improving family planning with in- 
creased funds for medical and education - 
services for both men and women, and 
treatment and referral for social problems. 
The Department of Public Health is to also 
develop programs to reach teenagers at 
high risk of unplanned pregnancies. 

—improving neonatal and postneonatal . 
care with programs targeted to all infants at | 
high risk of death, including psychosocial, . 
nutrition, medical and nursing services. 


—improving state systems to collect in- ; 


formation on infant health, and conducting |

Resource Review 


A brief look into the geol- 
ogy of Michigan rewards the 
searcher with a_ better 
knowledge of the state and 
an appreciation of its ori- 
gins. It is difficult not to be 
inspired by the forces of 
nature which have shaped 
our state and continue to 
change it. These forces work 
extremely slow and are of 
such massive scale that it is 
difficult if not impossible to 
imagine them. 


For example, the rivers 
which are so common to us 
are constantly changing the 
areas through which they 
run. As hard as it may be to 
imagine, the ground around 
us is slowly, raising — re- 
bounding from the massive 
weight of mile high glaciers 
much the same as your mat- 
tress rose when you got out 


of bed this morning. As the 
ground raises, the water cuts 
a deeper and wider route to 
its base level, the lower limit 
of stream erosion. In Mich- 
igan, this base level is ul- 
timately determined by the 
water levels in the Great 
Lakes. 

Great Lake water levels 
are also constantly chang- 
ing, causing severe 
problems for those who 


‘choose to ignore this simple 


fact. When levels are low, 
people tend to build on sites 
close to the water, some- 
times on bluffs overlooking 
‘the lakes, sometimes on 
flood plains. When the water 
level rises, as it has in recent 
years, erosion and flooding 
result in property damage 
and demands to control the 
problem.

CITIZENS WHO WISH TO SPEAK: 

1, Ivan Gwilt was given the floor and expressed his dismay 
over the stand that the Crawford County Township Supervisors 
had taken against the Military's request for the use of 21 addi- 
tional sections of land in this County. He did not feel the Asso- 
ciations legal counsel expressed the feelings of the community. 
He was also concerned that taxpayers dollars were being used to 
oppose military development in this county as he feels the areas 
economy relies on indirect military dollars for survival. 

_ 2. Ivan Gwilt also spoke regarding Crawford County Con- 
mission on Aging’s proposed facility which hopefully will be 
built on a site owned by the County which lies between and to 
the rear of the Assembly of God and North Country Motel with 
access off US-27N. The Commission is patiently awaiting the 
outcome of 2 applications for grants to assist in the cost of 
building and maintaining the facility. 

The Commission has scheduled'a meeting with North Park 
and Clough’s Highland Acres Property Owners Association to 
discuss their plans. These subdivisions lie to the west of the 
desired parcel. 

The Clerk explained that prior to building the Commission 
on Aging will need to petition the Planning Commission for 
either a re-zoning of the parcel from R-F to C-1 or a Conditional 
Use Permit in the R-F zone depending on the activities to be 
conducted at the facility. 

3. Miss Darcie Crull requested new street signs in Clough’s 
Highland Acres. Supervisor Stancil stated that because the 
streets are first names of people they are often stolen. There are 
no plans to replace street signs until the new county address sys- 
tem is in place which should be within the next two years. At 
that time the Township will initiate a program to place or replace 
signs on all township roads. 

4. Mr, Lee Hamrick of H & R Corporation, the new owners of 
the Bear Archery Complex, requested the Board’s comments re- 
garding terms of a proposed new lease for office space. Concen- 
sus of the Board was that a five year lease was not acceptable 
and that the Township staff was studying rental rates in the 
area and would contact Mr. Hamrick prior to June's annual 
meeting with a Township counter proposal. 

5. Mr. Bob Kennel, Sr,, Vice-President of Ultrasystems, Inc., 
Fairfax, VA., presented a slide-show on the 35 million dollar 
wood fired energy co-generation plant which Ultrasystems is 
proposing to construct on Four Mile Road adjacent to AJD 
Forest Products. The plant would use waste wood to produce 
electricity for Consumers Power Co., and the steam by-product 
would be sold to AJD. The plant would employ approximately 26 
people and an additional 40 jobs would be generated indirectly 
through suppliers of the waste wood fuel.

did not have a piece of property that was suitable but the 
Seventh Day Adventist Church was contacted about a plot 
that bordered the industrial park, they agreed to sell it. 

Ground was broken in 1981 and upon the completion of 
construction the new company was ready to treat wood. And 
now the plant is operating 24 hours per day and has 15 per- 
sons working which exceeds what they promised to the city 
fathers, Russell said. 

Russell said that the sister company is the Detroit and 
Mackinaw Railroad and that the original treating task was 
railroad ties. At that time the company did not envision that 
the market for treated lumber would be as large as it is 
today. He noted that the company is hoping to put out at least 
12 million board feet of lumber this year. 

But now we are ahead of the story — When one speaks of 
treated wood it is as though the wood were submerged in a 
vat and left to soak up a chemical. Wrong!! The lumber is 
placed in a cylinder which is capable of holding 14,000 board 
feet of lumber at one time. It draws and maintains a high 
vacuum in the 51 foot long device which removes the air and 
gasses that are normal in wood fibers, 

When the vacuum is broken, the atmospheric pressure 
reverses the process and forces the liquid preservative into 
the wood cells where the air and gasses once were. Finally 
the vacuum is once again activated in the cylinder to draw off 
the excess preservative and clean the wood. 

Under this treatment, Russell said the wood is effectively 
protected against insects, fungus, mold and rot. 

Russell indicated that there are companies that soak the 
wood to treat it but the vacuum process is far more effective. 
To get a truly vacuum-treated wood, Russell commented, a 
joerson should look for a brand name product. He said that 
Straits uses the Osmose® and each piece of lumber is end 
marked with that name. 

A major problem is obtaining enough raw lumber to turn 
out the finished product, Russell said. ‘‘We use ponderosa, 
yellow, and red pine.”’ ‘“‘Red pine has been found to be the 
best wood to absorb the preservative,”” he commented, ‘‘but 
it is very hard to get enough of it shipped in to the plant. We 
are dealing directly with 40 mills as far away as western edge 
of the Upper Peninsula.” 

He said most of the mills are ‘‘mom and pop” operations

and find it difficult to believe that Straits will buy all of the 
red pine lumber they can turn out. ‘“Sometimes,”’ he said, 
“their idea of a truckload and ours is very different, ” “On 
one oceasion a driver turned up with a truck about 15 feet 
long where we were expecting a semi-truck,” he noted. 

“We work very closely with these mills,” he said, ‘even 
to the point where they say we are coming in with a load and 
need the check right away.”’ The small mills also need help in 
selling the lumber that will not make into dimension material 
like sideboards for fencing. 

Russell said that the 12 million board feet goal for this 
year can be compared with the four million turned out the 
first year of operation. The company has also broadened the 
type of product that is treated, he commented. In the storage 
yard, Russell pointed out cedar posts that have been jobbed 
to them for treatment and talked about other special tasks 
they have been asked to do. The company has treated crab 
crates, baskets and totem poles, he commented. 

Besides dimension lumber, Russell said the company 
turns out treated patio squares, playground equipment, rail- 
road cross ties, outdoor deck lumber, pilings for sea walls 
and utility poles. They also treat all weather wood founda- 
tions, fence posts and guardrail posts and blocks. 

Russell said that the operation began with only Dale 
Williams and himself but now has added 10 men full time and 
expects to add others. Williams is now production manager 
and Pat Ferrigan is sales manager. Ferrigan is learning all 
of the facets of the business in preparation for taking over as 
general manager, Russell observed. 

Projects are very tough in the lumber business, Russell 
noted. ‘‘We invested in a saw so that we can get into the 
fencing market,” he said. ‘‘That’s a two way street because it 
also helps those small mills get rid of their side boards be- 
cause they can cut six by sixes for us all day long and end up 
with a whole yard full of fence boards to do it. It then helps 
our guys keep working during the off season,”’ he said. 

“Every year they are coming up with something new for 
treated lumber. The foundation lumber is getting very big. 
Wood foundations can carry three things that a concrete 
foundation can’t. We can guarantee it is going to be a lot 
warmer, a lot cheaper and if there ever is a problem it will be 
a lot cheaper to fix,”’ he commented.
